Rule Gun Death 
Of Boy Accident 
Old Shotgun Discharged 
From Jar, Jury Decides 


A Lee county Coroner's jury Friday afternoon returned 


a verdict of death caused "by massive hemorrhages due to 
an accidental gunshot wound" at inquest into the death of 
14-year-old Edward Schumaker, Mt. Morris. 
The youth died Thursday after- 


noon in Dixon KSB hospital after 
a blast from a 12-guage shotgun 
struck him in the back at his 
home. 


It was brought out at the inquest 


that the ambulance bearing the 
wounded by was involved in an ac- 
cident while the lad was being 
taken to a doctor in Oregon. 


Testimony revealed that the gun 


discharged while it was resting 
on a bed within two feet of where 
the. victim was removing blank- 
ets from a quilt box. 


Mother Testifies 


First to testify was the boy's 


mother, Mrs. Caroline Schumak- 
er, who safd the accident occurred 
as Edward and his 13-year-old bro- 
ther, John, were aiding her in 
packing for a trip to visit her 
mOthern in Wisconsin. 


Mrs. Schumaker explained that 


due to the size of her family mem- 
bers always brought their own 
bedding when visiting the home of 
her mother. 


The dead boy's mother said the 


fatal shooting occurred shortly af- 
ter she instructed Edward to carry 
some blankets to the upstairs bed- 
room quilt box. She also told 
John to take the family's shotgun 


upstairs to be placed in the quilt 
box. 


Laid Gun on Bed 


John said he laid the gun >on a 


bed for his brother to pack in the 
box and went to another side of 
the room to look out a window. 
The boy said he had been looking 
out the window between one and 
two minutes when he heard a shot, 
turned around, and saw his brother 
lying on the floor. He said he 
called down to his mother that 
"Eddie's hurt." 


Mrs. Schumaker tearfully testl 


ied that she called to John to stay 
with his brother. She then rushed 
in the family car to the home of a 
neighbor, Mrs. Fred Ware. -Mrs. 
Schumaker said that her home does 
not have a telephone. 


The boy's mother said • that she 


must have fainted when she d 
covered that Mrs. Ware was not 
home because she found herself 
lying near her automobile. She 
said she then drove to the home 
of another neighbor, Mrs. William 
Meinhold. where she fainted again.

SPRINGFIELD, 111. UP)— 


Joseph T. Meek declared to- 
day the election of Republic- 
ans will prevent the return 
of the "most dangerous set 
of woozy thinkers America 
has ever seen." 


The Illinois GOP nominee for 


U.S. Senator said the Republican 
party is the last barrier to "creep- 
ing socialism" and that socialism 
is the "porch door to communism." 


His remarks were prepared for 


delivery before an expected crowd 
of 5,000 persons at the Republican 
state convention, which has as its 
chief business the adoption of a 
1354 platform on which the party 
candidates will campaign In Illi- 
nois. A parade to the State Armory 
preceded the convention session. 


Gov. Stratton and top party lead- 


ers, along with the 25-member res- 
olutions committee, 
worked on 


drafting the platform Friday night 
before it was submitted for ap- 
proval. 


Nominate Trustees 


Also on the convention program 


opening at 11 a.m. (CDT) were 
nomination of three University of 
Illinois trustees and speeches by 
Stratton, 
U.S. Sen. Everett M. 


Dirksen and Congressman Leslie 
Arends, House majority whip. 


Slated for the trustee nomina- 


tions'were Dr. Ralph Kunstadter 
of Chicago, Maurice G. Gantzert 
of Mazon, a farmer, and Vernon 
L. Hcaht of Robinson, '» candy 
manufacturer. 


Meek labeled his November elec- 


tion opponent, Sen. Paul Douglas, 
as "Mr. Capital 'S' of socialism" 
and a "gloom peddler who would 
put success at the polls ahead of 
his own country's welfare." 


He said that Douglas, as part of 


the former Democratic administra- 
tion, 'is the "spawner of the wast- 
rel, the compounder of the five 
per center, the corrupter of the 
administrator, the accepter of a 
foreign way of life." 


Record "Clean" 


Meek asserted his own record is 


down in "black and white—a rec- 
ord against socialism in agricul- 
ture, government, labor, business, 
life itself." 


In his campaign ,he said, he will 


sell the "proudest, greatest thing; 
in the world, the American way of 
life and freedom and responsibil- 
ity." 


The Republican senatorial candi- 


date said President Eisenhower is 
blocked by "insolent holdovers" 
who retain their jobs through "de- 
liberate misuse and abuse," of civil 
service laws. 


"No wonder our foreign policy 


resembles the foreign policies of 
its predecessors," he said. "Who 
cnn blame the President, the sec- 
retary of state, with impediments 
of this order to overcome?" 


But in -spite of the obstacles, 


Meek said, "we have peace. We 
have honor, integrity, faith, digni- 
ty. We have sound prosperity. We 
are taking home more real pay. 
We arc beginning to run our own 
show again." 


Xeed GOP Congress 


Arends told convention delegates 


that election of,a Republican Con- 
gress this year Is needed to pre- 
vent the" Eisenhower program from 
being scuttled. 
- Some Democratic members of 
Congress have been aupporting the 
program, he said, but only when it 
served their own purposes. 


"They employ every possible po- 


litical device and strategy, short 
of direct attacks, to sabotage his 
program 
and undermine public 


confidence in the administration." 
Arends declared. 


Nevertheless, he said, Eisenhow- 


er has succeeded in stabilizing the 
economy, seizing the 
initiative 


from Russia, cleaning out Commu- 
nists and other security risks and 
putting through tax cuts.

Young Forces Win Control 
Of NYC After Long Fight 


NEW YORK—W—The future of the nation's second biggest rail- 


road, the New York Central, lay today in the hands of Texas-born 


Robert Young. 


He won the bitter fight for control by a margin of 1,070,000 shares 


out of the Central's grand total of 6,447,410, an authoritative source 
who declined to be named said Friday. 


Announced Monday 


The official results, which may 


vary slightly from this figure, are 
to be announced Monday by the 
election inspectors at Albany, N. 
Y., where the count of-shares has 
been Jn progress since the stock- 
holders' meeting May 2<J. 


But there was no doubt about 


the outcome. In Los Angeles, 
Young's wealthy Texas 
friend, 


Clint W. Murchison, confirmed the 
smashing victory. 


It was Murchison who, with his 


fellow Texan, Sid W. Richardson, 
bought the long-contested 800,000 
•hares which were the backbone 
of Young'* victory. 


"Yes, we have won the Central 


fight—the Young group, that is," 
said Murchison, "it's'in the bag, 
even without those 800,000 shares."

financial power of the West over 
the banking and family offshoots of 
the old-time Eastern money lords, 
Cornelius Vandwbilt and J. Pier- 
pout Morgan.

Make Your Own Patio Flagstones 


A n y t h i n g homemade f r o m 


•cratch gives its owner-builder a 
deep sense of accomplishment, for 
two reasons: He did do it with his 
own hands, an& he did it at a mini- 
mum expense. 


In the category of "home-made 


from scratch" are patio and side- 
walk flagstones' which have been 
made.to materialize out of a few 
bags of cement and a couple piles 
of sand and pebbles. No matter 
how unhandy you may be, you can 
do just that in a short time. 


One of the simplest ways to 


make and install them is to pour a 
concrete 
mixture into 
wooden 


forms of the desired shape or pat- 
tern, then, when the concrete has 
set, remove the forms and lay 
flagstones on a sand base. Sweep 
sand 
between 
theN home-made 


stones and the patio or sidewalk is 
complete. 


Forms for casting the slabs 


should be made of 1x3 lumber, 
which .will assure a uniform thick- 
ness of 2% inches for the flag- 
stones. The forms should be made 
so that they can be quickly taken 
apart and used over and over 
again. With this in mind, you 
might use screws or double-head 
nails in key points of the form. 


Before constructing the forms 


(to speed up slab-making you'd be 
wise to make more than one form) 
for patio flagstones, measure the 
area available for-the terrace. If 
the dimensions are multiples of 
two or three, you could make an 
attractive layout this way: 


Construct forms two or three 


feet square and partition them off 
in such a way that two or more 
pairs of flagstones can be molded 
in each form. In partitioning the 
forms, strive for a definite design 
or pattern, for the slabs -will be 
laid in the same pattern in which 
they come from the forms. 
, For pouring, mix one part ce- 
metit with 2*i parts sand and 2y2 
parts gravel. Maximum gravel size 
is three-quarter inch. Add no m<ye 
than five gallons of water per sack 
of cement 
with average moist 


sand. 


Brush crankcase oil over the 


forms before pouring 
concrete, 


then place them on building paper 
on a flat surface. Pour concrete 
and stroke off a smooth finish by 
running a straight-edge board over 
the forms. When concrete has set. 
remove forms, reoil them and cast 
the next batch of flagstones. 


To produce colored flagstones 


there are mineral pigments avail- 
able which can be mixed in the 
concrete before pouring, or added 
to the finished surface. 


Prepare a base for flagstones 


by digging out the patio area to a 
depth of four inches, then cover 
with two or three inches of sand. 
Level and tamp the sand, making 
it as smooth as possible. A straight- 
edge board will help you sight for, 
and correct, unevenness. 


Start at a comer to lay out and 


tamp the flagstones into sand, 
spacing them a half inch apart. 
Then spread remainder of sand 
over the surface of the slabs and 
sweep it into the cracks between 
them. After a few weeks it may be 
necessary to add more sand be- 
tween slabs. 


One advantage io the loose-sand- 


and-flagstone, method of flooring a 
terrace is that, should one of flag- 
stones crack, it can be easily lift- 
ed out and replaced. Yet the floor 
is nearly as solid as if it were 
made entirely of concrete.

Pienice Are Fun But They 
Sometimes Leave Mark 


BACKYARD PICNICS and ter- 


race buffet parties are fun but are 
likely to leave their mark in the 
form of berry and egg stains on 
summer linens, garden furniture 
slipcovers and upholstery. Grass 
stains pUy havoc with summer 
clothes and cushions. 


Smart homemakers need not 


worry about these mishaps, ac- 
cording- to 
laundering experts. 


Prompt action and a bit of know- 
how remove summer stains with- 
out hazard. Here's how: 


CHEESE—Scrape off the excess 


with a table knife. Sponge with cool 
water and wash in hot soapsuds 
and rinses. 


CHOCOLATE—Wash 
in 
warm 


.soapsuds. If a brown stain remains 
treat it with hydrogen peroxide 
and re-lanuder promptly. 


COFFEE AXD TEA—Pour boil- 


ing water from a three-foot height 
through the stained fabric stretch- 
ed taut over a bowl. Launder as 
usual. 


EGG—Scrape off excess, soak in 


cold water, wash in warm soap- 
suds. If egg contains salad dress- 
ing, substitute hot soapsuds to re- 
move oil. 


FRUITS—Methods are the same 


In removing stains from cooked 
fruits and berries as from fresh. 
Dry stains are difficult to remove 
so get at the stains promptly. 


Sponge peach, pear, cherry, and 


plum stains with cool water and 
rub lightly with glycerine. After a 


few hours, apply a few drops of 
vinegar, rinse this away after a 
minute or two, then launder the 
fabric as usual in soap and water. 


For other fruits, stretch 
the 


stained portion of the fabric over 
a bowl, fasten with an elastic- 
band or string or place it in an 
embroidery 
hoop. Pour 
boiling 


water through the stain from a 
height. Launder as usual. ' 


GRASS AXD FOILAGE—Scrub 


spots with hot water and soap. If 
necessary, use a mild 
bleach. 


Wash promptly In warm soapsuds 
and rinses. 


GREASE, oil and tar—Pure fats 


and oils come out in soapy water, 
giving special attention to the spots. 
For tarlike or heavy greases, rub 
spots with lard, then wash in very 
hot soapsuds. 


ICECREAM—This leaves a mix- 


ed stain with sugar, milk, cream, 
sometimes egg, and fruit or cho- 
colate. Sponge the spot with cool 
or lukewarm water to remove su- 
gar and protein. Work' in warm 
soapsuds toTemove grease. If cho- 
colato or fruit stain remain, fol- 
low directions given under choco- 
late or fruits and berries.

Air Filters 
Important 
In Homes 


Air filters have become very im- 


portant items of equipment in mod- 
ern homes. They are more im- 
portant than window screens in 
iiouses that are air conditioned,. 
They save a lot of housework and 
add a lot of comfort in homes with 
circulating warm air heat. They 
strain dust, dirt and pollen out of 
the air, but they have to be re- 
newed for maximum efficiency. 


Replacing an air filter in a warm 


air heating plant or air condi- 
tioner is about as simple as put- 
ting a new bag in the garbage 
can.

The 
most common method of securing 
the face layer to the base layer is 
by permanent nailing, with nails 
spaced 12 Inchs apart on ceiling 
joists and 16 inches apiirt over wall 
studs. Nail heads should be flush 
with surface. After cement has set 
and hardened, drive each nail 
deeper until heads rest in slight 
depressions or dimples. Joint ce- 
ment later conceals nails. 


In concealing joints, use five- 


inch brond knife to npply cement 
into the channel formed by the

or 
recessed 
edges of 


boards. Mix cement to putty-like 
consistency. 
Then 
imbed 
rein- 


forcing tape into cement, pressing 


firmly with broad knife, and re- 
move excess cement. Cover th« . 
tape with thin layer of cement. 


When first cement coating ha« 


diicd, sand lightly where neces- 
sary to remove roughness and ap- 
ply another coating of cement, 
feathering it out on both sides of 
recess, leaving it as smooth as 
possible. When dry, again sand 
lightly and apply final coating, 
feathering out beyond the second 
coat. If rough spots remain after 
final drying, sand very lightly with 
fine sandpaper. Give nailheads 
three separate treatments of joint 
cement also, and sand when dry.

| ration—paint, wallpaper, fabric or

Gypsum wallboard is manufac- 


tured in a four-fool width and 
lengths up to 12 feet. Always use 
the longest length possible, partic- 
ularly on the finish layer, to re- 
duce end joints (and the need for. 
joint treatment) to a minimum.

The Doctor Says: 


Prevention Is Still the Best 
Line of Attack on Silicosis 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


This column is in response to 


several requests from readers to 
discuss silicosis. This chronic con 
dition of the lungs is the result o 
breathing in over a long period o 
time air containing small particles 
of silica. 


Silica is a substance which is 


widely distributed over the earth 
and make up a large part of rocks 
and minerals. It occurs in high 
concentration in granite and other 
rocks. 


This being the case, a person 


•who is exposed to fine dust is like 
ly to inhale a good deal of silica; 
silicons is, therefore, largely an 
occupational disease. 
• • • 


THE HAZARD exists particular' 


ly among mine and tunnel workers 
stonecutters and those engaged in 
certain kinds of manufacture, such 
as glass making, molding of metals 
and the manufacture and us* of 
abrasives. 


Fifteen or 20 years' exposure to 


dangerous particles of silica may 
result in the production of fibrous 
nodules in the lungs. Furthermore, 
there is a relation between silicosis 
and tuberculosis. 


The diagnosis of silicosis in not 


always easy. Two things are nec- 
essary: A history of exposure in 
occupation and the characteristic 
findings in the X-ray film. 
* * • 


A CURIOUS feature of silicons 


is that the appearance of the lungs 
on X-ray may not bear any rela- 
tion to the severity of the symp- 
toms. The symptoms may b« se- 
vere with very little X-ray changes, 
or the other way around. 


Indeed, silicosis may reach a 


fairly advanced stage without caus- 
ing anything other than slight 
shortness of breath. 


Prevention of silicosis is the best 


line of attack. In the dusty trades, 
every possible measure should be 
employed to free the air of dan- 
gerous quantities of silica-contain- 
ing'dust.

they be used and frequently in- 
•pectsd in order to keep them in 
food workinf condition.

The "Biography" Is the life story of a. town. It is. 


perhaps, typical of hundreds of other communities scat- 
tered across our broad land. Yet It is unique, as each 
of the communities is unique. 


The Rev. Becker, however, docs not isolate Amboy 


as a topic, but seeks to Integrate It with the laiger pat- 
tern of growth and development in the nation. He begins 
by portraying the Indian civilization as it existed In Rock 
river valley before the white man came. He proceeds 
from area to state to county as he narrows his subject 
to the community of Amboy. 


The portion dealing w Ith I/ec county Is a good, 


confine account of th« settlement of the area, 
and could provn very helpful to anyone necking a 
working knowledge of the- count)'n history. 


The author divides the story of Amboy into four 


parts. 


"The Parental Towns of Amboy" relates the settling 


of Binghampton. Sliclburn or Rocky Ford and Temper- 
ance Hill, and the conccptolon of Amboy as a town. 


"The Bitth of Amboy" tells of the fiisl town meet- 


ng, stage lines, the Illinois Central railroad, Carson, Piiie 
and Scott, Amboy journalism and the town's first news- 
paper editor, August Dickens, brother of Charles Dickens. 


"Growth In the 19th Century" traces church develop- 


ment, cemeteries, Lincoln in Amboy, the Civil War, Un- 
derground Railroad ami other early history. 


"Growth in the 20th Century" relates the story of 


Amboy bunks, the Lee county fair, Amboy Volunteer 
firemen, civic organizations, the milk company. World 
rVars I and II and the schools. 


The Rev. Becker has adopted the literary figuie of 


"The Old Man" who presents the story to the author in 
a six-day narrative. The author describes The Old Man 
as "The Spirit of Our Countiy Town." 


Tho author meets The Old Man on an Amboy 


street and Invite* hint to his home to tell the 
town'* history while he writes it. At the end of 
the book, The Old Man disappears injsterioutly.

NEW YORK—A fascinating story of American Journalism, pub« 


llshed last December in the Editor and Publisher, was lost to th« 
general public as though this saga of a classic oome-uppance had been 
a private affair within the confidential circle of an oath-bound cult. 
This was a signed piece by T. O. Thackrey, late ed- 
itor of the New York Coftpass whose ills included 
an operatic pundit with a secretary, three staff 
members assigned to do his research, and a habit 
of going on trips to keep lecture dates, at the ex- 
pense of the Compass. 


"It was only after the first few weeks that the 


actual cost of maintaining this reporter in the style 
to which he -had been accustomed developed into a 
genuine economic threat," Thackrey wrote. "His 
articles were first rate but they soon reverted to a 
production that would have required our entire 
editorial budget to maintain." Mr. Thackrey then mentioned th« 
Great Brain's habit of assigning himself to trips coinciding with cer- 
tain lecture dates "with the cost of travel and of telegraphed copy 
borne by the newspaper." The first of these Jaunts left the Com- 
pass poorer by more than an extra $1,000 for three articles in a paper 


of fewer than 50,000 circulation. 


Henry Wallace bird-dogged a 


sucker, Mrs. Anita McCormick 
Blaine, of Chicago, who had given 
freely to Bubblehead's presiden- 
tial campaign and still had money 
left for similar whimsies. 
Mrs. 


Elaine's attorney, a Taft Republi- 
can, was out of sympathy with 
Bubblehead, but Thackrey and 
Wallace called on the old girl— 
who has since died—in Chicago, 
and after listening to their pitch 
she went into "private vigil" with 
herself. 
Under divine guidance 


she then put up 5300,000. In New 
York, another prospect wiggled 
away so Thackiey went back to 
Mrs. Blaine for a double-dip. After 
further spiritual consultation she 
came up with another chunk, 
amount unstated, but apparently 
almost $300,000 more. 


There were those in the pro- 


fession and among the laity who 
regarded The Compass as a "Red" 
paper. Mr. Thackrey admits that 
they were entitled to their suspi- 
cions although he explicitly denied 
them. On this point he says that 
although The Compass had no 
actual connection with PM or 
The Star which preceded it, many 
of its employes were inherited 
frofh PM and The Star. 


This "continuity of affiliation 


was among the problems which 
proved unsurmountable." 


"There can be no doubt," ha 


says, "that this reputation (for 
radical policies) did adversely af- 
fect 
our chances." 
And they 


di'dn't have time enough, with the 
capital they could raise. To estab- 
lish their own character, whatever 
it might have been. 
Thackrey 


seems to imply that this charac- 
ter would have been different, not 
that his own past performances 
altogether belied the suspicion. 


Another fascinating item in the 


sad story of the light that failed 
is the selfish attitude of unions to- 
ward a. project which, like The 
Worker, PM and The Star, was 
savagely pro-labor and pro-union. 
The Compass was unable "freely 
to select, properly assign and su- 
pervise peisonnel due to union in- 
terference." Mr. Thackrey, after 
a dreadful hassle with his princi- 
ples, concludes that "unions have 
encroached fatally to themselves 
as well as to the health of the in- 
dustry on managerial prerogatives 
and responsibilities beyond the 
fixing of minimum wages, hours 


and stately parks. 
It was as if they had been

Why Child's School Exams 
Shouldn't Be Frightening 


By SIRS. MURIEL LAWRENCE 


Mary R., says her mother, has 


always fretted over school exam- 
inations. This year, since her fi- 
nal exams will affect her high 
school graduation, she's especially 
apprehensive. 


Though she's a conscientious stu- 


dent who receives fair marks, 
she's plunged herself into anxious 
cramming and overstudy. 


She's become so irntable at 


home that her mother writes to 
me: "Isn't this neurotic behavior? 
What can I do?" 


I do not make pschlatric diag- 


noses. I can only tell Mrs. R. what 
I would do. That would be to open 
my daughter's eyes to an aspect 
of this world that she should know 
.ibout. And tell her how to deal 
with disinterested, impersonal sus- 
picion of her competence. 


A school examination faces her 


with just that kind of suspicion. 


An examination paper does not 


love Mary. It is not in the least 
interested in her as a human being. 
It is interested only in her skill 
in conjugating French verbs and 
recalling Macbeth'* soliloquies. It 
exists only to demand proof of 
those skills. 


That is why it offers valuable 


experience to Mary. It provides 
her with practice in dealing with 
this disinterested, impersonal world 
that often regards our competence 
suspiciously until we ran prove It. 


We ourselves fear this cold and 


unloving aspect of th* world. May- 
be Uut'e why we don't ditcuM u, 


with children. We let them grow 
into it, blind, expecting the same 
personal interest from the world 
as they have found among those 
who love them. 


So when they come up against 


it in the form of a school exami- 
nation, they are frightened, instead 
of saying to themselves as they 
approach school examinations, 
"Oh, this is just the world wanting 
me to prove myself again." 


So I suggest that parents whose 


children have done their best in 
school through the year say to 
them, "My dears, preparation for 
your examinations is moral work, 
not book work." 


Why do we say this? What, pray, 


does1 a school examination examine 
in Mary? Her moral character, or 
the abilities derived from human 
teachers? And which is important 
to Mary and us, as moral persons? 


If the abilities derived from hu- 


man teachers are far less valu- 
able to us than the unfailing char- 
acter Mary derives from God, we 
are not concerned with human 
judgment of less valuable abilities. 


We teach her to approach the 


worldly suspiciousness of school 
examinations with tolerance and 
no awe whatever.

3/s cup 
mix will make a medium sauce 
and % cup mix will make a thick 
white sauce. Stir the mix in slow- 
ly. 


I made my first baked custard 


this 'past week, using non-fat dry 
milk. It turned out to be splend- 
dld in texture and flavor. I used 
giaded eggs, too; just '/i cup su- 
gar, l teaspoon vanilla, plus a 
little nutmeg, and 2 slightly beat- 
en eggs. Use oven temperature of 
350 degrees. 


Mix sugar and dry milk together, 


add a few grains of salt; slowly 
add 2 cups water and mix in the 
slightly beaten eggs and vanilla. 
Pour into four custard cups hold- 
ing about *i cup each. Set in a 
flat pan containing 1 inch water. 
Bake 50 minutes or until knife in- 
serted near edge of custard comet 
out clean.

too. Squeeze 
the 


juice from sweetened fresh or fro- 
zen pack berries. Those sweeten- 
ed in the ration of 2 parts fruit 
to 1 part sugar will give good re- 
sults.

You may 
add a little red coloring if you 
wish.

France, Australia, New 
Zealand and the United States had 
deliberated a week on'the strategic 
situation in Communist-menaced 
Southeast Asia. 
The ' conference 


broke up Friday night without pub- 
lic announcement. The Defense De- 
partment said: "Their conclusions 
will be transmitted to their res- 
pective governments," 


Dulles spelled out ihe five condi- 


tions in a speech Friday to the 
Los Angeles World Affairs Council. 
This was his last slop on a three 
day speaking tour in the West.

Fake Bombing to 
Set Off Civil 
Defense Test 


CHICAGO (ft—Illinois will come 


to grips Monday with the nearest 
thing yet to an enemy air strike. 


Numerous cities 5n the state will 


be targets of imaginary bombing 
attack or acts of sabotage as part 
of the first nationwide civil de 
iense test In history. 


More than 100,000 Illinois civil 


denfense workers will take an ac- 
tive part in the exercise, which will 
force a definite break in the daily 
routine of millions. 


The attack plan against Illinois 


calls for dropping three imaginary 
A-bombs on Chicago and one on 
St. Louis. 


List Cities 


Peoria. Rock Island, Springfield 


Rockford, Decatur and mutual sup- 
porting areas will be showered by 
simulated high explosive and in- 
cendiary bombs. 
' Make-believe sabotage, biologi- 
cal warfare incidents and damage 
or destruction of bridges, railroads, 
water supply and utilities will take 
place in other places in the state. 


The exercise will force a 10- 


'minute halt to virtually all forms 
of transportation in Chicago. 


Chicago's regular city - wide net- 


work of 71 jumbo-sized sirens will 
start wailing at 10:50 a. m. CDT. 
An additional 900 sirens on police 
cars and fire trucks will add to the 
din. 


Traffic Will Unit 


Auto traffic will grind to a halt. 


Some 1,300 buses and streetcars 
will halt. Elevated trains will con- 
tinue on the to the nearest station 
and then halt. Trains, planes and 
buses scheduled to leave Chicago 
at that hour will be held up for at 
least 10 minutes. Funeral proces- 
sions will halt. 


Doctors and cabs and liveries on 


emergency calls and the city's sub- 
way trains will be allowed to pro- 
ceed. 


Some 400 Chicago business firms 


will conduct exercises and 200.000 
to 300,000 workers will be moved 
to shelters.

sounded in Chicago at 31 a.m. CDT. 


Military planes will fly overhead

More than 25,000 Illinois observers 
at 700 ground observers posts will 
follow and report the course of 
these mock aggressor aircraft.
